Miss  Lucille  Carroll,  English 
teacher  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  who  was 
elected  president  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Classroom  Teachers  of  the 
National  Education  Association  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  New  York 
City,  June,  1954,  will  speak  at  an 
assembly  for  college  students  In  the 
Horace  Mann  Auditorium  on  Tues¬ 
day  morning.  November  30,  at  ten 
o'clock. 

Miss  Carroll  received  her  bach¬ 
elor’s  degree  from  Wilmington  Col¬ 
lege  and  her  master's  degree  in 
English  from  Ohio  State  Univer¬ 
sity.  She  Is  a  native  of  Martins¬ 
ville,  Ohio. 

For  several  years  Miss  Carroll  has 
been  active  on  local,  district,  state, 
and  national  levels.

Dean  Brandenburg 
Talks  on  Language 

Dr.  W.  A.  Brandenburg,  dean  of 
the  College  faculty,  speaking  on  the 
subject  “The  Elementary  School 
Language  Program  at  Maryville,” 
made  the  principal  speech  at  the 
sectional  meeting  of  the  Missouri 
Language  Teachers  Association, 
held  In  Kansas  City  during  the  an¬ 
nual  convention  of  the  Missouri 
State  Teachers  Association. 

Now  in  its  second  year,  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  cooperative  development 
in  which  the  Division  of  Language 
and  Literature,  and  the  campus 
laboratory  school  staff  arc  partici¬ 
pating. 

“While  it  is  new  with  us  in 
Maryville,”  stated  Dean  Branden¬ 
burg,  “I  do  not  classify  it  as  an 
experiment.  It  is  part  of  an  educa¬ 
tional  development,  national  hi 
scope.” 

Similar  programs  are  being  con¬ 
ducted  In  about  four  hundred  public 
school  systems  in  forty  of  the  forty- 
eight  states  he  pointed  out,  and 
private  schools  have  had  sucli  pro¬ 
grams  for  many  years.  Foreign  lan¬ 
guage  instruction  is  a  standard  part 
of  the  elementary  school  curricul¬ 
um  In  many  foreign  countries. 

“You,  the  language  specialists, 
have  told  us  that  children  learn  a 
foreign  language  with  greater  ease 
than  do  adults,”  he  reminded  his 
audience,  "and  you  have  proceeded 
to  demonstrate  this  In  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  programs  to  which  I  re¬ 
fer.” 

In  reviewing  the  values,  Dean 
Brandenburg  stated,  "The  knowl¬ 
edge  of  a  foreign  language  is  more 
than  a  skill.  It  Is  a  means  to  the 
end  of  understanding  n  foreign 
people.  Language  teachers,  in  a 
very  real  sense,  aro  teachers  of 
international  understanding.”

Frank  Bayless,  Student  Senate 
president,  announces  that  the 
freshmen,  sophomore.  Junior,  and 
senior  classes  will  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  nominating  candidates 
for  the  Student  Senate  on  Decem¬ 
ber  6. 

Classes  shall  elect  from  the  can¬ 
didates  two  senators  from  each 
class  on  December  13.  The  fresh¬ 
man,  sophomore  and  junior  class 
senators  shall  serve  two  terms  be¬ 
ginning  as  soon  as  elected.  The 
senior  class  senators  shall  -serve  the 
balance  of  the  year  beginning  as 
soon  as  elected. 

Each  student  upon  enrolling  In 
the  College,  automatically  becomes 
a  member  of  the  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  and  should  use  his 
right  to  vote  at  all  elections.  Tire 
spirit  of  the  Association  is  that  of 
individual  responsibility  for,  and 
cooperative  support  of,  the  ideals 
of  the  College. 

The  purpose  of  the  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment  Association' is:  (1)  To  cul¬ 
tivate  loyalty  to  the  College;  (2) 
To  encourage  and  maintain  high 
standards  of  living  and  scholarship; 

(3)  To  evaluate  and  foster  College 
ideals  and  traditions;  (4)  To  coop¬ 
erate  with  the  governing  bodies  of 
the  College  In  all  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  welfare  of  the  student 
body  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Association;  (5)  To  give  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  practice  in  a  democratic 
form  of  government. 

The  government  of  the  student 
body  Is  invested  primarily  in  the 
Student  Senate. 

Power  of  the  Senate:  (1)  Control 
all  general  campus  activities;  (2) 
Consider  matters  of  general  con¬ 
cern;  (3)  Control,  In  conjunction 
with  proper  College  authorities,  of 
all  student  social  functions  which 
ore  scheduled  on  activity  calendar; 

(4)  Control,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  cheerleaders,  of  all  student  par¬ 
ades  and  rallies;  (5)  Control,  of 
solicitation  or  raising  of  funds  and 
right  to  “concession"  on  the  cam¬ 
pus;  (C)  Recommend  to  the  Faculty 
Council  the  formation  of  new  soror¬ 
ities,  clubs,  or  organizations;  (7) 
Control  and  supervise  College  elec¬ 
tions  whether  they  be  class  or  or¬ 
ganization. 


Approval  of  two  projects  and  one 
leave  of  absence  was  made  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  College  in 
the  regular  meeting  in  the  office  of 
Dr.  J.  W,  Jones,  president,  on  No¬ 
vember  17. 

The  regents  approved  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  portable  bleachers  for  the 
east  side  of  Memorial  Stadium. 
These  bleachers  seat  2,100  people 
and  will  be  movable  so  that  they 
may  he  used  for  other  activities  on 
the  campus.  The  board  alstf^  ap¬ 
proved  the  remodeling  of  the  north 
side  of  the  College  heating  unit. 

A  leave  of  absence  was  granted 
to  Mr.  James  Johnson,  College  li¬ 
brarian,  for  the  coming  summer 
months.  Mr.  Johnsoq.  is  planning 
to  attend  graduate  school. 

Present  for  the  Regents’  meeting 
were  M.  E.  Ford,  president,  Mary¬ 
ville;  Harold  Hull,  vice-president, 
Maryville;  W.  A.  Rickenbrode,  sec¬ 
retary,  Maryville;  H.  F.  Simrall, 
Liberty;  R.  L.  Douglas,  St.  Joseph;

Others  attending  the  luncheon  be¬ 
sides  the  members  were  Miss  Lois 
Simons,  Miss  Harriett  Williams, 
Miss  Ruth  Miller,  and  Miss  Doris 
Hysler. 

Danforth  Fellowships 
Will  Be  Awarded  Soon 

Fifty  men  will  be  chosen  in  the 
United  States  for  Danforth  Fellow¬ 
ships  before  February  15,  1955.  Two 
or  three  students  may  be  chosen 
from  this  College.  Mr.  Myrl  D.  Long 
is  the  liaison  officer  for  the  schol¬ 
arships  on  this  campus. 

Danforth  scholarships  are  a  high 
honor  because  of  the  high  scholas¬ 
tic,  personal,  and  moral  require¬ 
ments.  There  are  no  racial  or  re¬ 
ligious  barriers,  and  those  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  natural,  biological  and  so¬ 
cial  science  fields  are  especially  de¬ 
sired. 

Danforth  scholarships  provide 
$1800  annually  for  a  single  student 
and  $2400  annually  for  a  married 
student.  A  student  in  any  accredit¬ 
ed  American  university  can  be 
chosen  for  this  scholarship.  Finan¬ 
cial  need  doesn’t  have  to  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  aid.  These  scholarships  are 
for  one  year,  but  may  be  renewed 
if  the  student  Is  worthy. 

Students  should  not  have  applied 
for  graduate  work  before  making 
the  application  for  a  scholarship. 
Danforth  Is  a  national  organiza¬ 
tion,  located  in  Saint  Louis. 


The  assembly  Friday,  December  3, 
at  10  o’clock,  will  Introduce  Margar¬ 
et  Baker,  lecturer,  who  recently  re¬ 
turned  from  a  seven  months’  jour¬ 
ney  to  Europe,  Africa,  the  Middle 
East  and  the  Far  East.  She  will 
show  movies  taken  In  Malaya. 

She  made  her  first  trip  to  Europe 
at  the  age  of  five.  Her  only  vivid 
recollection  of  that  visit  was  getting 
lost  when  she  slipped  away  from 
her  mother  In  Louvre  to  kneel 
down  before  a  statue  of  Joan  of 
Arc.  "I  always  wanted  to  pray  to 
her  and  to  George  Washington,” 
she  says. 

Margaret  Baker  is  a  womsi  of 
diversified  interests  and  experience. 
An  outstanding  success  in  business, 
she  is  president  of  The  Champion 
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Margaret  Baker 

Company,  The  Champion  Company 
of  Canada,  Ltd.,  The  Sozonlan 
Vault  Co.,  Inc.,  and  The  Tecumseh 
Building  Co.,  Inc.  She  is  also  the 
only  American  woman  to  own  a 
rubber  plantation  in  Malaya.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Japanese  took  over  her 
plantation  on  Christmas  Day  be¬ 
fore  the  fall  of  Singapore  and  had 
her  manager  put  in  a  concentration 
camp.  Since  the  war  ended,  the 
chief  problem  of  plantation  owners 
and  managers  has  been  to  keep 
from  being  killed  by  Communist 
guerillas.

2.  The  "fundamental  belief"  which  20th  century  man 
must  develop  as  the  only  alternative  to  mounting  chaos  will 
have  to  be  based  on  the  wisdom  of  past  ages.

Europe,  Latin  America,  and  the 
Orient,”  he  continued.  “The  lan¬ 
guage  ability  and  the  understand¬ 
ing  of  foreign  cultures  which  these 
people  possessed  could  have  been  a 
great  national  resource,  had  it  been 
preserved.  Social  pressures  were 
strong  in  the  direction  of  conform¬ 
ity,  and  thanks  to  the  melting  pot, 
that  receptacle  so  adored  by  the 
poets,  most  of  this  talent  and 
knowledge  disappeared  In  a  matter 
of  two  or  three  generations.  In  the 
grave  national  emergency  of  1941 
we  looked  for  It  but  found  only 
remnants.  The  Army  and  Navy 
language  and  area  culture  schools 
labored  to  recreate  ywhat  had  once 
been  ours  In  abundance.” 

"However,  the  case  for  foreign 
language  instruction  on  a  broad 
national  scale,  starting  with  young 
children,  Is  not  that  we  may  better 
fight  global  wars,”  he  emphasized, 
“but  that  knowledge  growing  out  of 
it  may  contribute  to  the  prevention 
of  such  world  tragedies  in  the  fu¬ 
ture.” 

The  Dean  pointed  out  that  the 
piogram  at  Maryville  was  started 
for  the  purpose  of  training  teach¬ 
ers.  Methods  coursos  have  been  de¬ 
veloped  in  French  and  Spanish,  di¬ 
rected  teaching  is  available  at  the 
elementary  school  level  in  these  two 
languages,  and  the  college  library  Is 
collecting  syllabi  and  other  mater¬ 
ials  pertaining  to  the  subject. 

Dean  Brandenburg  introduced  to 
the  group  Miss  Alice  Glynos  of 
France  and  Miss  Maria  Gamboa 
of  Costa  Rica,  students  of  the 
College  who  are  assisting  in  the 
program.
